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A. W. W. A. Member- 
ship Campaign Off to 
Good Start 


Five Hundred New Members 
Before the St. Louis Convention. 
That is the ambitious goal set by 
' Arthur E. Gorman, Chairman of the 
1930 Membership Committee. 

The campaign in its first stage 
was launched three weeks ago with 
an appeal to the entire membership 
@ of A. W. W. A. for assistance in 

furnishing a list of “live” prospects. 
The returns were most encouraging 
and indicate a wide interest in the 
campaign by the membership. Up 
to February 24th, 257 cards were 
returned to the Committee recom- 
mending 2009 prospects for mem- 
bership. 

The drive is being organized in 
codperation with the Section officers 
and Committees in the unorganized 
states. The following table shows 
the quota set by the Membership 
Committee and the prospect returns 
received up to the above date. 

The campaign will be carried out 
along two major lines: 


1. Personal solicitation. 
2. Direct mail. 
The direct mail campaign to 
prospects will consist of five mail- 
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ings beginning the third week of 
March and concluding two weeks 
before the St. Louis convention.

Through section committees it is 
planned to solicit personally every 
prospect on the list, the direct mail 
campaign being depended on to 
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create interest in the Association . 
and assist in the membership drive. 

Enthusiasm is running high at 
headquarters and among the various 
section and state committees every- 
one interested in the A. W. W. A. is 
being called on to make this 
campaign a success. State sanitary 
engineers, manufacturers’ represen- 
tatives, water works superinten- 
dents, consulting engineers, in fact 
everyone contacted with so far by 
the Membership Committee has 
agreed to assist in putting the drive 
over the top. 

Every month a summary of the 
results of the drive will be published. 
Watch for results and put your 
shoulder to the wheel for 500 new 
members before we meet in St. Louis. 


While the official report of the 
Secretary and Treasurer for the 
calendar year of 1929 will be 
presented for approval at the annual 
convention at St. Louis, as is 
customary this News-Bulletin gives 
at this earlier date an opportunity 
to place before the members some 
interesting data as to membership 
and finances for the past year. 

There were 314 new members 
admitted during 1929 and 25 old 
memberships renewed, making an 
average of slightly over 28 a month. 
Against this there were 94 resigna- 
tions, 24 deaths and on the last 
day of the year the Secretary, by 
provision of our Constitution, was 
obliged to drop 130 for non-payment 
of dues, or about 5 percent of our 
members, which is, it is believed, 
better than the average for other 
similar organizations. The net gain 
in members was 91 or an average of 
73 per month, the largest annual 
gain since 1926. This year will 
undoubtedly see, through special 
effort which is now under way, a 
very substantial increase over this 
or any other previous record. 


Our records on February 
of this year show our mena 
to be 2548 made up of 2115 Active 
202 Corporate, 217 Associate, anj 
14 Honorary Members. 

The budget for 1929 was fixed}, 
the Governing Board at $57,000gj 
and later approved by the membey 
at the Toronto convention. [tj 
very pleasing to state that in ead 
one of the ten items in this budga 
the expenditures for the year wey 
less than the budget allowance ap/ 
the total balance in the budgy 
amounted to $5,312.75. 

Financial statements are ge 
erally uninteresting to the averay 
reader, and so in this informal repoy 
there are given only some of the mor 
important figures which may bring 
to the membership a realization g 
the size of their organization. 

The total revenue of the Amerie 
Water Works Association for 19 
was $65,985.18 and the total @ 
penditures were $58,517.26, making 
an addition to our surplus @ 
$7,467.92. (The discrepancy be 
tween budget expenditures 
total expenditures is due to seven 
items such as depreciation, conver 
tion entertainment expense, ete, 
not being put in the budget.)

“The University of Florida 
through its Extension Division, the 
Florida State Board of Health, 
and the Florida Section of the 
American Water Works Association 
will hold a four-day Short Course on 
Water Purification and Sewage

“The Short Course School will 
start at 2 P.M., the afternoon of 
the 8th and the 5th Annual Meeting 
of the Florida Section of the 
American Water Works Association 
will start on the morning of the 
10th. All sessions of the School 
will be held at the University of 
Florida, Department of Chemistry, 
under direction of Professor A. P. 
Black and will consist of lectures, 
tests and demonstrations on water 
works and sewage problems es- 
pecially those relating to chlorina- 
tion, coagulation, bacterial control 
and pumping problems. Registra- 
tion for the School should be made 
now with the undersigned. 

“The headquarters for those in 
attendance at the School and meet- 


ing will be the White House Hotel 
at Gainesville, and Hotel reserva- 
tions should be made promptly. 

“A faculty of men from all parts 
of the country will be present and 
water works men of Cuba have been 
invited to attend.”
